The present average rate on Al- 
berta bonds is 2.44 per cent, the 
legislature in 1936 and 1937 having 
passed legislation reducing the rate 
of interest on all debentures by 50 
Per cent of the rate specified. 

Payment at the reduced rates is 
being made by the government to 

holders who wish to accept pay- 
ment on that basis. 

Approximately $22,000,000 of the 
$121,000.000 is now in default.

City To Seek 
Refunding Meet 
On Public Debt 


Mayor John W. Fry and the 
City Commissioners were instruct- 
ed Tuesday night by city council 
to seek the opening of negotia-

Most striking features of Warsaw

and rationing restrictions are less

Various generals and diplomats 


have wondered why Hitler some- 


times after starting a conversation 
in a cordial and friendly way, be- 
came cool. as it went along and 
joften closed the discourse curtly or 
jabruptly -without much _ progress 
jhaving been made, They learned 
only later that Hitler had not been 
pleased by the shape of their hands, 
incredible as this may sound and

medical persons who knew Hitler. 


However, numerous men have 
found favor and advancement 
with Hitler, at least partially, on 
the basis of possessing hands 
which he regarded favorably.

2—To provide that where home 
property is not actually occupied 
by a soldier or by dependent mem- 
bers of his own family or is rented 
to others, the exemption shall not 
apply. 

3-—To provide that it cases 
where the soldier or dependent 
members of his own family occupy 
only a portion of the home property 
the exemption shall apply only to 
the portion so occupied. 

4-—That where the municiple loss 
in revenue by reason of exemp- 
tions allowed under the act ex- 
ceeds, say, one per cent of the 
total annual municipal tax revenue, 
such excess shall be paid by the 
province to the municipality con- 
cerned out of general provincial 
taxation, 

§—That such benefits be continu. 
ed in the eveni of the demise of the 
soldier while serving in His Maj- 
esty's forces or from actual wounds 
or sickness received or contracted 
during service for one calendar 
year thereafter or at such sooner 
date the property is rented or such 
portion as may be rented for any 
purpose. 

@—That the city clerk be In- 
structed to forward a copy to the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities for 
their consideration and support.

This was accomplished by the 
establishment of two joint boards, 
announced simultaneously by 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill in Washington” 
and London. One is a “combined 
production and resources board" 
and the other a “combined food 
board.” 


Donald M. Nelson, chairman of the 
war production board, and Oliver 
Lyttelton, British production min- 
ister now on a mission here, com 
prise the production and resources 
board. Agriculture Secretary Claude 
Wickard and R. H. Brand, head of 
the British food mission here, com- 
pose the other. 

SINGLE PROGRAM 

The production and resource 
board is to combine the production 
programs of the two nations “into 
a single integrated program, ad- 
justed to the strategic requirements 
of the war 

The duties of the food board, as 
outlined in a memorandum from 
the President to Wickard. are to 
investigate and formulate plans “re- 
lating to the supply, 


transportation, disposal, allocation 


or distribution, in or. to any part of 
the world, of foods, agricultural 
material and equipment. 

“In principle,” this memor- 


andum said, “the entire food re- 
sources of Great Britain and the 
United States will be deemed to 
be in a common pool, about which 
the fullest information will be 
interchanged.” ’

The Change Of Chiefs 


After more thar thirty-one years of 
service in the city police force, twenty-two 
years as its head, Chief Shute is retiring at 
the end of the present month. The long 
period during which he has directed the 
operations of the force is evidence of the 
satisfactory character of his services. It is 
rather seldom that the head of a police or- 
ganization holds the place for so many 
years; and some of these have been years 
in which it was not easy to maintain law 
and order in Edmonton with a body which 
had to be limited in size because of the 
expense, The retiring chief will take with 
him the respect of the people of the com- 
munity, and he leaves the department in a 
good state of efficiency, with prowler cars 
and other equipment to show for his. per- 
sistent and successful battling with suc- 
cessive city councils. 

Deputy Chief Blackwood is to take 
over the position and duties of Chief. He 
also is a veteran of thirty years’ standing, 
more than half the period as second in com- 
mand. The new Chief knows his force, its 
personnel and traditions, knows his city, 
and by familiarity with the records knows 
also where and what kind of difficulties 
may be looked for in enforcing law and 
preserving order. There will be general 
satisfaction with his selection, and confi- 
dence that the protectors of life, rights 
and property will be properly directed. 


Another Needed Highway 


The contract has been let for the build- 
ing of 80 miles of highway from Prince 
Rupert eastward, to connect at Hazelton 
with the road to Prince George. When 
that gap is filled, there will be highway 
communication between Vancouver and 
Prince Rupert. 

There is as yet no road from Jasper 
to Prince George, and no steps have been 
taken to construct one. Work has, how- 
ever, been Started on the missing link be- 
tween Jasper and Blue River, which will 
put Edmonton in direct highway com- 
munication with Vancouver. This is an 
outcome of war conditions, the project 
only having been put in hand when em- 
ployment had to be found for Japanese 
vacated from the coastal area. 

If it is desirable, and it is, to connect 
Prince Rupert with the B. C. highway sys- 
tem as a war measure, it is also advisable 
to bridge the gap between Prince George 
and Jasper and thus connect the northern 
British Columbia port with the highway 
system of Alberta—-and all points east and 
south. 

It would perhaps be useless to urge 
construction of this link until the road 
from Jasper to Blue River has been com- 
pleted. But the matter may very well be 
called to Ottawa's attention, with a view 
to having it placed, definitely on the list 
for action as soon as practicable; not for- 
getting that things are “practicable” in 
wartime which in peacetime are only 
topics for discussion. 


It Isn't Over Yet 


So far as reports show, the Japanese 
fleet, though badly mauled in the battle 
off Midway, was not disabled. U. S. naval 
authorities are careful to not say it was 
beaten disastrously. It lost two or per- 
haps three plane carriers, which decisive- 
ly reduces its striking power, but does not 
cripple it. The supposition is that the 
major part of the force is hanging around 
somewhere in the North Pacific fog, wait- 
ing for more carriers, when it will make 
another try. 

It is disclosed that land planes from 
Midway and the Hawaiian islands played a 
leading role in the fight, probably ac- 
counting for the enemy plane carriers 
with torpedo hits, And Admiral King says 
there is no intention of chasing the 
wounded Japanese battleships into their 
home waters—where the pursuers might 
in turn be subject to attack by land-based 
enemy planes, 

It may be assumed therefore that the 
fighting in the central Pacific is not over, 
that renewed action may come at any 
time, and that the menace to the western 
Shores of this continent has been only 
checked, not destroyed. j 

What may also be supposed is that if 
the enemy sends more battleships into. the 
area these will meet reinforcements of de- 
fending craft in keeping. 

The battle off Midway may have been 
only the opening round, with more furious 
combats between still more powerful fleets 
in prospect. 


Clause Three 


Parliament will of course, as it should, 
repeal clause three of the mobilization 
law. This clause forbids the sending of 
drafted men oversea. The public hav- 
ing by a very large majority agreed to its 
deletion, parliament is bound to strike out 
the clause. Nothing would be gained by 
holding the recent plebiscite if that were 
not done. Having asked leave to un- 
shackle themselves, it is for the members 
to make use of the freedom of action they 
asked for and were given. 

A minority--not all representing Que- 
bec constituencies—will fight to retain the 
disabling provision, In every province a 
Substantial percentage of the voters de- 


clared for its retention. That cannot be 
helped. When important decisions are to 
be made the majority must have the say; 
and the decision as to whether parliament 
is to continue to wear its self-imposed hob- 
bles is one of the most important that has 
faced this or any preceding national legis- 
lature. 

It is important for the reason that 
some day the choice may be to send draft- 
ees abroad or to see our oversea forces 
dwindle away; but not for that reason 
only. Our Allies are entitled to know—as 
we ourselves know—that Canada will put 
its whole strength into the common cause. 
The repeal of this clause will do all that 
can be required to convince them of that, 
if they need convincing—and to prevent 
enemy propagandists misrepresenting 
Canada’s intentions, 

It is important also because no Cana- 
dian citizen of military age and fitness 
should be allowed to hold himself im- 
mune from service anywhere or in any 
capacity if and when his service is needed. 

However much anyone may dislike the 
idea of compulsion, he cannot quarrel with 
these two propositions. And they, aside 
altogether from the question of whether 
or under what circumstances the power 
will be employed, demand that clause 
three be struck out. 


Sevastopol has a record to sustain, and 
is doing it. In 1854 it successfully with- 
stood a siege of eleven months by British, 
French and Turkish forces, pounded by 
warships and land batteries and attacked 
repeatedly by infantry, The Crimean port 
has now been under fire for 220 days, from 
land, sea and air. It has been shelled, 
bombed and assaulted, and is still giving 
back blow for blow. It ranks with Tobruk 
and Bataan, and it is not improbable that 
more enemies have died on the approaches 
there than at either of the other two 


’ places.

The other day I turned on the 
short-wave radio and there was 
your voice, Bob Best; your voice, 
in the pay of Joe Goebbels, talk- 
ing, of all things under the sun, | 
against the Jews, 

Some of your old friends over 
here are trying 
to find a way to 
explain you. Bill 
Shirer, for in- 
stance, says you 
are a_ traitor, 
which, of course, 
you are, 
liable to 
court - martialed 
and shot, But he 


says it's because Dorothy 
you stayed too Thompson 
long in Europe and went Euro- 
pean, 


With all due respect,to Bill, I 
think that is hooey, You went 
Nazi and going Nazi isn’t going 
European. Nazism is as anti- 
European as it is anti-American. 
It never attracted any Germans 
who could claim to be Euro- 
peans, It's the religion of pan- 
Germans, with their perennial 
mystique of Germanism and 
German conquest, plus sick and 
sadistic Germans, plus ignor- 
amuses. Not a single Nazi leader 


could, by any stretch of the ima- 
gination, be called a European, 


Lots of American correspond- 
ents lived for years on end in 
Europe and became much more 
“Europeanized” than you ever 
did, Bob Best, Why, you never 
even properly learned the Ger- 
man language. 

They did, and read European 
history and philosophy, sociology 
and_ psychology, and _ entered 
deeply into European culture. 
Take Edgar Mowrer, for instance. 
He speaks French, German, Ital- 
ian, and some Spanish, could pass 
examinations on the history and 
philosophy of any country, and 
has even lectured in German in 
German universities on tenden- 
cies of American and European 
political thinking. 

That didn’t make him un- 
American, It made him a lot 
more understanding and appre- 
ciative of America. 

No, Bob, that doesn’t explain 
you. The truth is that you re- 
mained after twenty years as in- 
tellectually lazy and just about 
as ignorant as you were when 
you arrived. 


Had Good Break 


You had a good break, too, You 
belonged to a great generation of 
American correspondents — the 
one that produced Gunther and 
Sheean, and Duranty and Bolitho 
and the Mowrer brothers and 


Raymond Gram Swing, They 
were loyal to one another and 
have remained friends for life. 

We helped one another through 
emergencies, covered one another 
if we were ill or on vacation, 
tried to be truthful and objective, 
and felt in some way or other 
that it all mattered because we, 
too, like the diplomats, repre- 
sented the United States, 

Most of us liked the countries 
in which we worked. All of us 
had intimate friends in them. But 
our friends had to be friends of 
the American idea; lovers of 
freedom and democracy. Because 
freedom and democracy are 
American concepts, Loving 
America the way one does most 
when one is far from her, we 
were instinctively anti-Nazi, for 
we knew no lover of Jefferson 
and Lincoln could be a Nazi. 

Not one of us evér turned 
against America. Only you, Bob 
Best, Well, it’s not too great a 
loss, at that, 

Because you embarrassed our 
profession many times. There 
were those doubtful affairs 
around the Credit Anstalt Bank. 
Do you remember? Maybe Joe 
Goebbels remembers, too, and 
maybe he has something on you. 
It wouldn't surprise me. 

Maybe you remember telling 


an old friend of yours, just at the 
time of the Austrian Anschluss, 
“If I ever come to America it 
will be in order to murder 
Roosevelt.” That's the Presidant 
of the United States, Bob, Even 
if you don’t like him, At the time 
we shrugged our shoulders and 
said, “Bob's silly at times.” But 
maybe you weren't just silly, 

I'm sure jit can’t be any en- 
thusism for Nazi principles that 
really moves you—or if it is, I 
wouldn’t advise the Nazis to 
count on them. How greatly, for 


instance, you admired Starhem- 
berg, at one time. When you 
admired, you put up _ bets, 


Remember? Maybe because you 
lost a bet on Starhemberg you 
thought you'd recoup it on 
Hitler. Well, brother, you won't. 
Ungrateful 

I heard you on the air declaim- 
ing against the Jews. You, of 
all people! The man who helped 
ou more than any person in 
jenna, and who taught you 
most of what you ever learned 
about Eastern Europe; the man 
who twice saved your job for 
you by telegraphing your copy 
when you were not on the job; 
the man in whose house you ate 
meals; from whom, on occasion, 
you borrowed money, was a Jew. 
Sometimes some of us remon- 
strated that he was wasting his 


time and energy. He would &ay, 
“He's a good boy, Bob. Give him 
time.” 

Give you rope, 
should have said, 

It was the Pulitzer Prize won 
by you as a journalist student 
that got you to Europe in the 
first place. You weren't worried 
about the racial origins of Mr. 


is what he 


Pulitzer when you took the 
money, Oh, no, 
You took‘ what you could 


where you could and were all 
things to all men, so that even 
the Nazis despised you and said 
so, For there is honor, to coin a 
phrase, amongst thieves, 

Well, Bob, we excommunicate 
you. Not one of us would ever 
speak to you or shake your hand 
again. We who say that were the 
best friends you ever had, We 
mind about you because we mind 
aboul the profession of journal- 
ism and the honor of the foreign 
correspondent, 

And if you've got any of your 
old schoolbooks left, Bob Best, 
get out “The Man Without a 
Country” and read it again. 
That's where you are, Bob, And 
though we despise you from the 
bottom of our hearts that 
thought induces a certain con- 
temptuous pity.

Playing Politics With The Hong Kong Expedition

What one gravely fears may 
be an artificial tempest in a 
political teapot is being stirred 
up in Ottawa over the report of 
the Duff Commission on the 
Hong Kong expedition. 

The present charge, sponsored 
in the Commons by the Conser- 
vative and 
Cc. C. F. house 
leaders, at- 
tempts to accuse 
Mr, Justice 
Duff of ignoring 
or concealing a 
part of the evi- 
dence given in 
regard to this 
ill-fated expedi- 
tion, The effect 
of the protest is 
to make the re- 
port appear as Harold L. Weir 


an effort to gloss over gross mis- 


management on the part of 
Government and military 
officials. 


Now it would be far from the 
desire of any decent Canadian to 
excuse or conceal any fault in 
our strategy or management, The 
Hong Kong tragedy is something 
that has struck deeply into the 
heart of every person in this 
country. If there was anything 
wrong, the verdict of the ma- 
jority of our people would be 
that those responsible should 
bear the full weight of the blame 
for it. No patriot could think 
anything else. 

But it is a sinister coincidence 
that only those who have some- 
thing to gain politically should 
monopolize this patriotic senti-{ 
ment, : 

It would be a strange thing if 
the entire Government side of 
the House would be so sunk in 
political yenality as to counten- 
ance the suppression of facts for 
the sake of party loyalty. It is 


difficult to believe that even 
professional politicians, at this 
critical juneture, could hold 
party above country. 

Two Points 


And yet that is exactly what 
those promoting a full dress de- 
bate on the report would seem to 
allege. 

The report indicates clearly 
that criticism of the manner in 
which the expedition was or- 
ganized and. despatched centred 
On two points; the sending of un- 
trained men and the failure of 

art of the equipment to reach 

ancouver in time to get aboard 
the troop transport, 

Commissioner Duff accepts the 


evidence given by Generals Mc- 
Naughton, Crerar and Stuart and 
finds no fault with the selection 
of men for the expedition, On the 
other hand, however, he severely 
censures the Quartermaster- 
General's branch for ‘lack of 
initiative and energy in shipping 
the equipment. 

It is of interest, however, to 
note that the charges which 
originated the enquiry were re- 
garded as of so little significance 
that they are dismissed with a 
paragraph. 

For the Hong Kong enquiry 
was the result of charges made 
by Col. George Drew, of Toronto, 
at the time he was campaigning 
for Mr, Meighen in South York, 
to the effect that “untrained” 
men had to be sent because the 
voluntary system of recruiting 
had failed and there were not 
enough trained men to fill the 
ranks, 

This latter seems to me to be 
the crux of the whole affair. But 
surely the critics of the report 
could deal witn this matter of 
general governmental policy 
without attacking the good faith 


of Mr. Justice Duff and imputing 
and unworthy political motive 
to all who took part in the 
enquiry. 

There should be a distinction 
carefully drawra between the 
charge of governmental inepti- 
tude in dealing with the human 
material available and the infer- 
ence that there should have been 
a greater availability of human 
material. 

The promoters of the present 
tempest are at fault in confusing 
the two for what can only be re- 
garded as political purposes, 


Hair-Splitting 


The Duff report specifically 
acquits the authorities of bung- 
ling in regard to the despatch of 
the men and reprimands a speci- 
fic department for bungling in 
regard to the despatch of equip- 
ment. 

That is all clear-cut and de- 
finite, 

The report’s findings with re- 
gard to the real point at issue 
is not so straightforward, It says: 

“In the course of my examina- 
tion of the evidence, I found that 


the inclusion of this small per- 
centage of untrained men was 
not the result of any shortage of 
fully trained men in Canada, It 
arose from the necessity of ob- 
taining the men with great speed 
and secrecy and the impracticab- 
ility in the time available of 
selecting them from a larger 
number of training centres.” 

This, of course, is mere legal- 
istic hair-splitting. 

If the expeditionary force em- 
barked at Vancouver, selected 
men from any training centre in 
Canada could have foregathered 
at that port without any loss of 
time, 

Juggernaut 


Now all this boils down to one 
single question; 

Does the voluntary enlistment 
system, possibly adequate to fill 
the ranks in times of normal ac- 


tivity, standup under emergency | 


situations in which expeditionary 
forces are’ required in great 
haste? 

It is obliquely obvious from 
the report of Mr. Justice Duff 
that it does not. 


Why, then, should the opposi- 
tion parties drag out the political 
juggernaut to mow down the 
Government and Government 
supporters over a matter that 
resolves itself into a question of 
cardinal policy? 

Why attack the Commissioner 
for failing to report on a charge 
with which he has dealt with 
commendable brevity? The 
meaning is there even if it is 
obscured with a contradiction. 

Why attack the Government 
with a charge of concealing facts 
when the entire question of vol- 
untary enlistments is about to be 
subjected to open debate in the 
matter of the amendment to the 
National Resources Mobilization 
Act? 

All of Canada will welcome a 

complete threshing out of the 
conscription question. It seems 
ita that we are going to get 
it. 
But why should Mr. Hanson 
and Mr. Coldwell attempt to 
make political capital out of a 
reticence that the Government 
has already announced will be 
blown wide open?

EW YORK, June 10.—(BUP)—If you've been wondering how base- 

ball’s foremost boy genius is bearing up under the strain of manag- 

ing a major league club at the advanced age of 24, you may rest assured 

that he is bearing up stoutly. Lou Boudreau hasn't lost his hair, his 

faith in human nature or his sense of humor. In fact, he claims he hasn't 
even lost any sleep. 


Well—maybe just a little sleep, Cleveland's freshman pilot will 
admit on secotd thought. Once in a while he may toss about for an 
hour or so before he drops off, but he emphasizes that a fellow its 
apt to do that in any business when he is Working hard. Otherwise, 
he is unchanged, His temples haven't turned grey and there are no 
lines on his face. 


“There isn't much point to brooding about these things,” Boudreau 
explained rather jerkily in the sweaty confines of the dressing room 
while his trainer massaged him so vigorously his teeth rattled. “I just 
make my decisions on the spot and as quickly as possible. Once they 
are make there is no use in second guessing them. Ypu just have to let 
them stand as they are.” 


Battle For Second Place 


OU'S calm demeanor affirmed his words. The Indians had just lost 
a heart-rending, soul-searing game to the Yankees, 11-10, in extra 
innings, In dropping this one, they also dropped an important series. 
According to the script for situations of this variety, Boudreau should 
have been as nervous as the house cat at the Westchester Kennel Club. 
Instead, he was as cool as a mother-in-law’s kiss. 


Yes, he agreed the Yankees are tough characters. But, then, 
they always were. No, he didn't think it yet was time to concede 
the pennant, because the season had only passed the one-third mark. 
Nor could he name a team to bet New York out. The immediate 
battle, he thought, was one for second place because four teams are 
grouped within a dozen percentage points. 


One of those four is Cleveland. As you may remember, when 
Boudreau was sworn in as chief medicine man of the Indians early last 
winter, he said his only goal was the first division. He hasn't officially 
changed that prediction as yet, but he is hoping he can surpass it. In 
the scramble now taking place, he has a chance, just a chance. 


Pitching Indians’ Big Problem 


6éYFOU might say that we rise and fall on our pitching,” he explained 

as he jumped from the rubbing table, tip-toed to his locker and 
began to dress. “During that 13-game winning streak we had pretty 
good pitching. Then, somehow, the pitching slumped and everything 
else seemed to slump with it. There is no explanation but that is how 
it happened.” 


The pitching, incidentally, has contributed lavishly to Boudreau's 
problems.

I no longer ask the boys if they are okay or feel that 
they should stay in the game. I just go ahead and call on the relief 
man, Anyway, who ever heard of a pitcher who didn't feel fine and 
want to stay in?” ; 


No Waste Motion in Lou 
E last sentence may be interpreted as ‘& key to the personality of 
this youngest of the major league managers. He is quite a lad, this 
Boudreau, He is young—but only in years. He knows all the answers, 
and most of the questions. There is no more waste motion about him 
in a conference than at short-stop. As well, he is literate and articulate. 


Despite his many admirable traits, Boudreau can't be expected 
to lift the Indians to a pennant, however. It is doubtful if anyone 
could transform the tribe into a genuine threat. They have high 
voltage bats and the infield is tight, but that old debbil pitching is 
the critical point. There simply aren't enough rugged regulars to 
go around the circuit. 


Bob Feller and his 25 victories are only so many sweet memories 
now. While Boudreau's leadership approaches the inspirational, it is 
hardly possible that mind can triumph over matter to the extent of 25 
games. If it can, baseball is doomed. An owner would need merely to 
collect grocery clerks, shoe salesmen or farmers—then sign Einstein to 
manage ‘em.

This may not be possible for 10 
days since the well is located in 
remote bush country, 14 miles from 
the nearest railway point. It can 
be reached only by saddle pony, 
pack train and wagon. 

“It is believed jn oil circles, how- 
ever, that if the well is as good as 
its sponsors think, it will open up a 
huge new field in the Prairie Creek 
Valley. The unproven oil structure 
is said to be 25 miles long and about 
two miles wide.
